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GENERAL  REPORT  FOR  1911. 


OWING  to  the  recent  changes’  in  the  by-laws  and  the  conse¬ 
quent  changes  in  the  list  of  officers,  and  the  fact  that  the 
list  of  members  issued  in  1905  has  become  very  imperfect, 
a  new  edition  has  become  necessary. 

At  the  date  of  that  report  our  library  room  was  occupied 
together  with  the  Maine  Historical  Society.  On  the  completion 
of  its  fine  new  building  on  the  Wadsworth-Longfellow  lot  that 
society  removed  its  library,  leaving  us  the  only  occupant  of  the 
large  upper  hall  in  the  Baxter  building.  By  arrangement  with 
the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  we  have  the  free  use  of  this 
fine  large  room  until  the  needs  of  that  library  require  it. 

We  try  to  keep  the  library  open  for  the  use  of  members  and 
the  public  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  every  week  day,  and  also  on  Tues¬ 
day  evenings  during  the  winter  months,  but  as  all  our  officers 
serve  without  pay  it  sometimes  happens  that  other  necessary 
engagements  prevent  opening  the  library  at  the  regular  hours, 
and  it  is  hoped  any  slight  irregularity  will  be  pardoned.  Mem¬ 
bers  can  usually  arrange  by  appointment  with  the  librarian  or 
other  officers  to  consult  the  library  at  other  hours. 

At  our  recent  meeting  four  additional  Vice  Presidents,  and 
three  permanent  committees,  viz.  : — on  Vital  and  Historical 
Records,  on  Library,  and  on  Membership  were  added  to  our  list 
of  officers,  and  it  is  hoped  their  efforts,  added  to  those  of  the 
former  officers,  may  add  much  to  the  usefulness  of  the  Society. 

Though  the  interest  in  genealogical  work  created  by  a 
desire  to  know  more  of  the  names  and  lives  of  our  ancestors,  and 
the  feeling  of  family  pride  created  by  the  work  of  the  various 
patriotic  societies  is  great  and  seems  to  be  increasing,  it  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that  the  general  interest  in  the  objects  of  the 
Society  is  not  greater. 
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The  books  needed  to  increase  the  library  are  necessarily 
expensive  because  of  the  limited  demand  for  them,  and  our 
resources  are  husbanded  to  buy  as  many  as  possible.  The  offi¬ 
cers  have  labored  faithfully  to  build  up  our  library  in  the  lines 
most  needed,  and  we  may  well  take  pride  in  it,  for  it  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  country,  as  an  examination  of  the  list  of  genealogies 
(which  forms  part  of  this  report,  and  which  form  only  a  small 
part  of  the  library)  will  show.  Probably  no  other  city  of  the 
size  of  Portland  contains  a  genealogical  library  to  be  compared 
with  ours,  but  we  need  particularly  works  on  English  local  and 
county  history,  as  much  of  the  interest  in  our  pursuit  is  found  in 
tracing  the  family  to  its  home  across  the  sea.  We,  therefore , 
appeal  to  the  generous  citizens  and  iiatives  of  Maine  everywhere  for 
ampler  means  to  gather ,  py'eserve,  and  make  known  the  history  of  the 
families  of  our  dear  State. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  legislature  of  the  State  has 
failed  to  make  the  appropriation  necessary  to  continue  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  the  York  Deeds.  These  records  cover  the  early  land 
titles  of  the  State  from  1647  onward,  and  their  importance  can¬ 
not  be  overestimated.  That  our  fear  of  the  loss  of  these  records 
is  not  an  unnatural  one  is  testified  by  the  second  and  complete 
loss  through  fire  of  the  Probate  Records  of  Cumberland  Count}7. 
We,  therefore,  urge  all  our  members  to  use  their  influence  with 
members  of  the  legislature  to  make  the  appropriation  necessary 
to  continue  the  work  on  the  York  Deeds  as  soon  as  may  be. 

The  directors  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  receipt  from 
William  Henry  Moulton  of  the  sum  of  $1,000.00,  which  has  been 
invested  and  is  held  as  a  permanent  memorial  of  his  wife,  Dora 
Adelaide  Deering  Moulton,  who  died  January  21,  1904.

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BY-LAWS 


OF  THE 

Maine  Genealogical  Society, 

PORTLAND,  MAINE. 


As  Revised  Aprie  16,  1889,  Amended  January  24,  1905,  and  March 

15,  1911. 


.  ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Maine  Genealogical 
Society,  and  its  headquarters  shall  be  in  Portland,  Maine. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  collect  and  preserve 
anything  pertaining  to  the  history  of  New  England  towns  and 
families,  and  for  the  mutual  aid  of  its  members  by  interchange  of 
material  gathered. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  persons 
interested  in  the  objects  mentioned  in  Article  II,  who,  being  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Society. 

Sec.  2.  Non-residents  of  this  State  may  in  like  manner 
become  corresponding  members,  and  any  person  whom  this 
Society  shall  wish  especially  to  compliment,  may,  by  unanimous 
vote,  be  elected  an  honorary  member. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  at  one  time  contributes  t\venty- 
five  dollars  to  the  permanent  fund  shall  thereby  become  a  life 
member.  • 

Sec.  4.  Honorary,  corresponding  and  life  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  active  membership,  and  shall 
be  exempt  from  assessments. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

FINANCE. 

Section  i.  All  annual  dues  shall  begin  on  January  1st  of 
eaeh  year.  It  is  expected  that  any  person  elected  to  membership 
in  the  Society  shall  signify  his  acceptance  in  writing.  Active 
members  shall  pay  as  an  admission  fee  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and 
annually  thereafter  one  dollar. 

Sec.  2.  The  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  se£  apart 
as  a  permanent  fund,  to  which  the  Directors  may  add  any  money 
not  needed  for  ordinary  expenses,  provided  such  addition  be 
approved  by  the  Society  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  The  per¬ 
manent  fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the  Society  in  such 
properties  or  securities  as  the  Directors  may  approve  and  shall  not 
be  diminished  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Society  at  a 
meeting  held  for  the  purpose,  of  which  two  weeks’  notice  shall 
be  given.  The  income  from  the  permanent  fund  may  be  used 
for  current  expenses. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Wednesday  of  January,  and  quarterly  meetings  shall 
be  held,  also,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  April,  July  and  October. 

The  President  or  Directors  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
at  any  time  they  may  appoint,  for  the  transaction  of  any  business 
of  the  Society,  except  election  of  officers,  unless  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  Secretary  shall  give  timely  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Society,  by  publishing  the  same  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  news¬ 
papers  of  Portland,  or  by  notice  to  each  member,  stating  time, 
place,  and  object  of  meeting.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
five  Vice  Presidents,  each  congressional  district  of  the  State  being 
represented  bj^  at  least  one,  Recording  (who  shall  also  be  Corre¬ 
sponding)  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  Board  of  Directors, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  have  been 
elected. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  such  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Society,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Librarian,  the  majority  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  in  meetings  of  Directors.  The 
Directors  shall  have  the  general  management  of  the  Society  and 
its  finances. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

# 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i. — President .  The  President  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  or  of  the  Directors  and  perform  the  usual 
duties  pertaining  to  his  office.  In  case  of  the  death,  absence  or 
disability  of  the  President,  such  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  perform  all 
duties  of  the  President  until  a  successor  is  elected. 

Sec.  2. —  Vice  Presideyits.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  to  encourage  the  purposes  of  the  Society  in  their 
respective  districts  and  keep  it  informed  of  any  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  its  welfare. 

Sec.  3. — Secretary .  The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book  for 
the  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Society,  a  true  and  complete  record 
of  all  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the 
Directors.  He  shall  announce  all  meetings  according  to  Article 
V,  notify  members  of  their  election,  and  conduct  the  general  cor¬ 
respondence  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  4. —  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Permanent  Fund,  investing  the  same  as  he  shall  be  advised  by 
the  Directors.  He  shall  collect  all  fees  and  taxes,  pay  all 
accounts  against  the  Society,  when  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  in  a  book  for  that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Society. 
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Sec.  5. — Librarian .  The  Librarian  shall  have  charge  of  all 
books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  and  other  property  belonging  to 
the  Society,  or  deposited  for  its  use.  He  shall  purchase  all  books 
under  the  instruction  of  the  Directors,  make  a  correct  catalogue 
of  all  books  belonging  to  the  Society,  and  keep  a  record  of  such 
as  are  taken  out.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  rooms  of  the 
Society,  and  make  suitable  preparations  for  all  meetings. 

No  books  or  other  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  removed 
from  its  rooms  without  consent  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

COMMITTEE  ON  LIBRARY. 

There  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  ballot,  a  Committee  on 
Library,  consisting  of  five  members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  frequent  examinations  of  the  library  of  the  Society,  solicit 
donations  of  books,  pamphlets  and  manuscripts,  advise  with  the 
Librarian  regarding  the  care  and  preservation  of  the  books,  the 
shelving,  arrangement  and  display  of  same  to  best  advantage, 
and  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Directors  purchases  of  books  or 
any  changes  or  improvement  in  the  methods  of  conducting  the 
library  for  the  use  of  the  members  and  the  public.  Upon  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Directors,  they  may  make  reasonable  expendi¬ 
tures  for  the  preparation  of  special  subject  indexes  of  the  vital 
records  contained  in  the  library  of  the  Society.  The  commit¬ 
tee  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  their  work  for  the  preceding 
year. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

COMMITTEE  ON  VITAE  AND  HISTORICAL  RECORDS. 

\ 

There  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  ballot,  a  Committee  on 
Vital  and  Historical  Records,  consisting  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  secure,  by  gift  or  loan  to  the  Society,  manu¬ 
script  genealogies,  vital  records  of  towns  and  churches,  grave¬ 
yard  inscriptions  and  other  like  material  useful  to  the  Society. 

They  may  incur  reasonable  expense  in  the  acquisition  of  such 
manuscript  material  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
They  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  their  work  for  the  preced¬ 
ing  year. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  President  shall  annually  appoint  a  committee  of  seven 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  foster  the  growth  of  the  Society  by  se¬ 
curing  desirable  new  members. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

REPORTS. 

The  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  the  several  commit¬ 
tees  shall  make  at  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  any  time  when 
requested  b)^  the  President,  a  detailed  report  of  all  matters  com¬ 
ing  under  the  head  of  their  respective  offices  for  the  past  year  or 
other  specified  time. 

ARTICLE  XII. 


AMENDMENTS. 

The  foregoing  articles  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at 
any  meeting,  a  notice  of  two  weeks  having  been  given  by  publi¬ 
cation.
